Report  or  tpe  medical  omcer  of  Realtb 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1900. 


Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  lay  before  you  my  report  for  the  year  1900. 

Population  of  the  District.  — The  population  of  the 
district  is  estimated  at  4,450. 

Birth  Rate. — The  births  registered  for  the  year  number 
140,  giving  a birth  rate  of  31 ’4  per  1,000,  against  28'7  per 
1,000  in  1899. 

Death  Rate.  — The  deaths  registered  for  the  year  number 
75,  giving  a death  rate  of  16‘8  per  1,000,  rgainst  15'9  per 
1,000  in  1899. 

Infant  Mortality. — The  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year 
have  been  27,  being  at  the  rate  of  6 per  1,000  and  equal 
to  a proportion  of  192  per  1,000  births. 

Zymotic  Death  Rate  per  1,000. — 3T  per  1,000.  Four  of 
the  deaths  under  this  heading  occurred  from  measles,  one 
from  scarlet  fever,  2 from  whooping  cough,  4 from  diphtheria, 
and  3 from  diarrhoea. 

Death  Rate  from  Phthisis. — 1‘3  per  1,000. 

Death  Rate  from  Respiratory  Diseases. — 2'9  per  1,000. 

Deaths  over  6y,  per  centage  of  total  deaths. — 18‘6. 

Prevalence  of  Disease. — Fifty  certificates  were  received 
under  the  Infectious  Diseases  (Notification)  Act,  during  the 
year  as  follows  : —

Of  the  diphtheria  cases,  33  occurred  in  a school  on  the 
confines  of  the  District.  The  school  has  an  Isolation 
Hospital  of  its  own.  The  other  cases  occurred  in  all  parts  of 
the  district.  Careful  enquires  failed  to  discover  any  common 
source  of  Infection.  It  is  noteworthy  that  the  disease 
originated  during  the  late  mild  and  foggy  weather.  Antitoxin 
is  supplied  by  the  Council,  and  at  the  beginning  of  the 
outbreak  was  used  without  delay  ; the  results  as  regards  the 
local  condition  were  good.  In  my  experience,  however,  it 
does  not  seem  to  lessen  the  risk  of  sudden  cardiac  failure 
afterwards. 

The  want  of  an  Isolation  Hospital  has  been  much  felt. 
At  the  Council’s  request  I have  made  attempts  to  procure  a 
cottage  in  the  neighbourhood,  which  could  be  at  once  used 
for  isolation  purposes,  but  so  far  I have  not  been  able  to 
find  a house  suitable. 

Drainage  and  Water  Supply. — The  scavenging  staff  and 
appliances  have  been  still  further  increased  during  the  past 
year,  and  the  work  is  being  systematically  carried  out. 

The  water  supply  is  stilled  derived  from  the  sources  men- 
tioned in  my  previous  reports.  In  this  connection  it  may, 
however,  be  interesting  to  add,  that  for  two  years  not  a single 
case  of  Enteric  Fever  has  occurred  in  the  district. 

General  and  House  Sanitation. — Mr.  Inskip,  Sanitary 
Inspector,  has  handed  me  the  accompanying  returns  ; — The 
district  is  under  my  daily  supervision.  Several  streets  have 


been  made  and  supplied  with  surface  drains  during  the  year. 
No  case  of  overcrowding  has  been  reported  and  no  house 
has  been  closed  as  unfit  for  habitation.

During  the  year  two  extra  men  have  been  employed  to 
assist  with  the  scavenging,  through  the  district  increasing  in 
population,  and  in  consequence  of  the  place  for  the  disposal 
of  refuse  having  been  moved  to  a spot  further  out  of  the 
village,  thus  taking  up  more  time  in  emptying. 

The  staff  of  men  employed  at  present  is  only  sufficient  to 
keep  up  with  the  existing  needs  of  the  district. 

The  average  number  of  pails,  etc.,  emptied  weekly  is  now 
as  follows : —
